Construction projects begin in Boyne City 


Starting on Monday, April 
19th three (3) construction 
projects totaling $400,000 in 
value will commence in the 
City of Boyne City. 

1. An existing 12” diame- 
ter storm sewer will be re- 
placed along Pine Street, 
from S East Street to S Park 
Street. A portion of the 
street will be re-paved upon 
completion of the storm 
sewer. 

2. The existing asphalt 
pavement on Franklin 
Street, from S East Street to 
S Park Street, will be 
crushed & shaped with an 
asphalt pulverizer and then 
receive 3” of new asphalt. 
This treatment should add 
10-12 years to the useful life 
with continued maintenance 
work. Concurrently, a 12” di- 
ameter storm sewer will be 
added along Franklin Street 
as well as along S Park 
Street, from Franklin Street 
to Morgan Street, and then 
along Morgan Street, from S 


Park Street to S Lake Street. 

3. The existing pavement 
on the Park Street Bridge 
over the Boyne River will be 
milled off and the concrete 
deck will receive a water- 
proofing membrane prior to 
resurfacing.

The meeting would mostly 
be around the budget, includ- 
ing approving the resolution 
to establish a General Opera- 
tion Millage Rate of 15.51 for 
the budget. This Millage is 
for the operating expenses 
for all City Funds. 

The next thing would be to 
approve the 2.20 millage rate 
for the City. This was ap- 
proved by voters and when 
approved it was at 2.25 but 
with the recent COVID finan- 
cial hardships, it was reduced 
to 2.20. This would be for City 
Facilities Construction Debt. 
A question would be raised 
by City resident Chuck Von- 
dra about the possibility of 
paying down the debt with 


excess revenue. Cain would 
shoot down the idea that 
based on the agreement they 
made with the bonds lender 
they cannot make advance 
payments on the debt for a 
period of time. Cain believed 
that the period was ten years 
but would have to check at 
another time. 

The Commission would 
then approve the General Ap- 
propriations Act Resolution 
which is necessary to defray 
the operating expenses and 
long-term debt obligations of 
the City. The next thing 
would be fee rates for the up- 
coming year. This includes 
fees for the City all the way 
down to making copies. 
There have been no changes 
in the prices from last year. 

The Commission would 
spend quite a bit of time get- 
ting an update from the 
Boyne Heritage Center. They 
gave an update mentioning 
that they are recruiting and 
interviewing people for the 
board. The communication 
and strategic planning is cur- 
rently in place along with an 


application for a national 
grant. The LeFrance / Clock 
room is in the first phase for 
final design, fabrication and 
production with the goal of 
beginning installation in 
early 2022. They are looking 
for storage options and locat- 
ing and identifying items for 
the LeFrance and clock 
room. 

The Center has received 
items from a few different 
people such as : the Litzen- 
burger family of Harbor 
Springs, Thomas Sage of 
Petoskey, Shawn and Heather 
Whitehead of Jackson, Ed 
May of Boyne City, Mary 
Esper of Brandon, Missouri 
and the Boyne City Elemen- 
tary School. The presentation 
would then go through some 
of the collection that they 
have already put together. 
Which include some amazing 
and very historic pieces. The 
council would then discuss 
what to do with storage of 
some items to make sure the 
weather is not affecting the 
pieces.

and 71 part-time jobs, and the 
projects are expected to gen- 
erate a total private invest- 
ment of nearly $2 million. 

Grants may be used by the

by Northern Michigan Es- 
capes as they notified the 
City that they are losing 
money on the contract of 
$25,000 for the Cemetery con- 
tract which was due to expire 
on November 30, 2021.

The Commission 
would have very slight dis- 
cussion about it and would 
ultimately unanimously ap- 
prove to spend an extra 
$10,000 to the contract that 
was already agreed upon so 
the contract would not be 
nullified with Northern 
Michigan Escapes.

EVANGELINE TOWNSHIP HEREBY ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Name. 


This Ordinance shall be known as the Evangeline Township Park- 
ing Ordinance. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this Ordinance, 


"Highway" means the entire width between the boundary | ines of 
a way publicly maintained when any part of the way i s open to 
the use of the public for purposes of vehicular travel. 

"Motor vehicle" means any wheeled vehicle which i s self-pro- 
pelled or intended to be self-propelled. 


“Park” means to stand or halt a vehicle or motor vehicle, whether 
occupied or not, upon a highway, when not | oading or unloading 
except when making necessary repairs. 


“Person” means an individual, firm, corporation, association, part- 
nership, | imited | iability company, or other | egal entity. 
“Township” means Evangeline Township, Charlevoix County, 
Michigan. 

"Vehicle" means every device in, upon, or by which any person or 
property i s or may be transported or drawn upon a highway. 
Section 3. Parking Regulations. 

No person shall park, or allow another person to park, any vehi- 
cle or motor vehicle on any portion of the highway known as 
Glenwood Beach Drive between Glenwood Park and Brook 
Place, as depicted in the Amended Plat of Glenwood Beach Re- 
sort. 


Section 4. Evidentiary Presumption Relating to Parking Violators. 


In any proceeding for a violation of this Ordinance, proof that the 
particular vehicle or motor vehicle described in the complaint was 
parked in violation of this Ordinance,together with proof that the 
defendant named in the complaint was, at the time of such park- 
ing, the registered owner of such vehicle or motor vehicle, shall 
constitute in evidence a presumption that the registered owner of 


such vehicle or motor vehicle was the person who parked such 
vehicle or motor vehicle in violation of this Ordinance. 


Section 5. Notice of Parking Regulations. 

The Township Supervisor, or his designee, shall erect signs on 
that portion of Glenwood Beach Drive described in Section 3 of 
this Ordinance that are sufficiently legible and at such intervals so 
as to be seen by an ordinarily observant person giving notice of 
the parking regulations contained in this Ordinance. 


Section 6. Municipal Civil Infractions. 


Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance 
shall be guilty of a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public 
Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 
600.101-600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 
($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance i s violated shall be 
considered as a separate violation. 


Section 7. Enforcement Officers. 


Deputies of the Charlevoix County Sheriff are hereby designated 
as the authorized officials to i ssue municipal civil infraction cita- 
tions directing alleged violators of this Ordinance to appear in 
court. 

Section 8. Impoundment of Vehicles or Motor Vehicles. 


In addition to the penalties contained in Section 6 of this Ordi- 
nance, any vehicle or motor vehicle parked in violation of this Or- 
dinance may be i mpounded by any police officer and removed 
from the highway where i Illegally parked. After the police officer 
impounds a motor vehicle parked in violation of this Ordinance, 
he or she shall comply with the requirements of Section 252d(2) 
to (5) of the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code, being MCL 
257.252d(2) to (5), or the regulations of Michigan Motor Vehicle 
Code then in effect relating to the i mpoundment of motor vehi- 
cles. 

Section 9. Severability. 

If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the appli- 
cation thereof to any person or circumstance shall be invalid, 
such invalidity shall not effect any remaining portion or applica- 
tion of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the in- 
valid portion or application. 

Section 10. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after being 
published in a newspaper of general circulation within the town- 
ship.
